Courteney Smithers was re-elected President as a result 
of the ballot, details of which are given in the minutes of 
the 10th AGM which appear in this News Bulletin. 


11th AGM and 50th ANZAAS 


The 11th AGM is to be held at Lyndoch in South Australia 
prior to the 50th ANZAAS conference in Adelaide. An AGM 
organising committee has been formed and details of a proposed 
program are given later in this News Bulletin. 


The Executive has agreed that the Society will act as 
joint sponsor with the Australian Systematic Botany Society 
for an ANZAAS symposium on "The Evolution of the Flora and 
Fauna of Arid Australia". 
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Letter from the President 


Il would like to make use of this issue of the News Bulletin 
to thank members for their support and election to a second 
term as President. 


It is abundantly clear that members are still deeply 
concerned that Regulation 13A has not yet been repealed. It 
is also clear that this remains a hindrance to progress in 
the study of our insect fauna and that no amount of 
rearrangement and change of wording of the "Guidelines" set 
out for the administration of the Regulation will remove this 
hindrance. 


The Regulation is contrary to basic concepts of the 
freedom of exchange of research material and places 
unacceptable conditions on sender and recipient. The Society 
must continue to work for its repeal. 


I have again written to the Minister for Science 
informing him of the Society's views and pointing out in 
strong terms that the opinion and requests of entomologists 
(who are the people really involved, affected and who really 
know the practical situation) and the major learned societies 
should not be ignored in favour of the opinion of a few 
individuals. 


Another draft of the "Guidelines" is at present being 
examined and although an opinion will be given, it will be on 
the clear understanding that giving that opinion in no way 
implies approval of Regulation 143A.

Minutes of Tenth Annual General Meeting held at Wesley 
College, Sydney University, New South Wales on 10th January, 
1979. 


Opening: 
The President, Dr. Courtenay N. Smithers, opened the 
meeting at 4.00 p.m. and welcomed members. 


Apologies: 


Apologies for absence were received from Dr. T.G. Amos, 
Dr. T.R. New, Dr. E.J. Brough, Dr. M.T. Tanton, 
Dr. G. Ettershank, Mr. L.R. Greenup. 


Attendance & Proxies: 


The President (Chairman), and 36 members (N.S.W. 19, 
Qld. 4, Vic. .7, A.C.T. 3, S.A. 3). Those present held proxies 
for 55 members (Qld. 31, N.S.W. 4, A.C.T. 18, Vic. 2). 
Total votes: 92. 


Members stood in silence as a mark of respect to two 
members who had died since the last meeting: Mr. R.A. Van Baer 
and Dr. J.R. Willard. 


General Announcements: 


i) Dr. G.A.C. Beattie acknowledged the assistance of 
colleagues in Sydney, particularly Mr. I.M. Fletcher 
and Dr. E. Shipp in organising the Annual General Meeting 
Scientific Sessions and social events, full programs of 
which were available to participants. 


ii) The President congratulated Mr. A.S. Molyneux on winning 
the Student Research Paper Award and presented him with 
the prize. 
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Minutes of 9 Annual General Meeting: 


The minutes of the 9 AGM, having been circulated to 
members attending the meeting were taken as read and adopted 
(Dr. D.K. McAlpine/Dr. G.A.C. Beattie). 


Matters arising from the Minutes: 


Dr. J.W. Evans recommended that members read the excellent 
summary of events at and following the introduction of Customs 
Regulation 13A given in a paper by Dr. E.N. Marks at the 
Informal Conference Section 1 of the 15th International Congress 
of Entomology, Washington, D.C. 1976 and published in 
Entomologica Scandinavica 1978, Vol. 9. (A copy of the 
proceedingsof this Informal Conference has been deposited in 
the Society's archives). 


Annual Report of the Executive: 


The Vice-President, Prof. I.W.B. Thornton, presented the 
Report, and spoke briefly to it. Dr. T.G. Amos had to resign 
as Secretary because of increased work load and the Assistant 
Secretary, Dr. P. Williams, was elected by council as the new 
Secretary. Mr. P. Ridland was appointed by the Executive 
as the new Assistant Secretary and also as joint News Bulletin 
Editor. There had been a small increase in membership from 
550 members in January 1977 to 574 at the end of 1978. There 
was a need to change the computer format for the Directory 
of Entomology in order to minimise printing costs. This 
alteration was in progress and the Directory should be 
published during 1979. Prof. Thornton thanked contributors 
and the News Bulletin Editors for the high standard of the 
News Bulletin. Regarding Customs Regulation 14A the President 
would shortly relate the present situation to the meeting. 


The Report was adopted (Prof. I.W.B. Thornton/Dr. R.W. 
Taylor). 
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Matters arising from the Report of the Executive: 


The President told the meeting of the present position 
regarding Customs Regulation 13A. After some delays, the 
Department of Science arranged a meeting in October 1978 
between officers of the Department representatives of the 
Society and other interested organisations. 


As a result of the discussions it was finally agreed that 
the meeting recommend to the Minister that if the Minister 
does not wish to repeal the Regulation at this stage. 


i) That*a study should be conducted to attempt to 
determine the effectiveness of the Regulation in 
increasing the return of holotypes to Australia; 


ii) That there should be a review of the matter following 
the result of that study; and 


iii) That pending completion of that review, the guidelines 
should be amended as soon as possible. 


In a letter,dated 24th November, 1978 the President was 
informed that the Minister had indicated to the Senior 
Assistant Secretary of the Department of Science, Mr. B.B. Free, 
that any argument for lifting Regulation 14A should be so 
obvious that any detailed assessment would be unnecessary. 

The President was also informed that in view of this the 
guidelines would be reviewed and that he would shortly receive 
a draft of the revision. Such a revision had not been received 
and so could not be presented to the AGM. 


The President said that it was disappointing that the 
Minister's decision was effectively contrary to the 
recommendations of the meeting and that no further assessment 
was to be made and no review undertaken. 


Dr. E.N. Marks said that the Executive should be encouraged 
in their actions to promote repeal of Customs Regulation 143A 
and expressed concern that the revised guidelines referred to 
in Mr. Free's letter could well be the old C.A.M.D. guidelines 
of 16th December, 1974 which were rejected at the 7th AGM 
in 1975. 
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It was then moved by Dr. E.N. Marks, seconded by 
Dr. B.P. Moore: 


"That this meeting endorses the action taken by the 
Executive regarding Customs Regulation 13A and encourages the 
Executive to continue its efforts to have the Regulation 
repealed". 


The motion was carried without dissent. 


Treasurer's Report: 


Dr. J.R.J. French presented a financial statement of the 
Society's position at present and stated that the books were 
with the Auditor. He commented that at the previous AGM 
Mr. C.J. Irvine had suggested that it would be advantageous 
to invest some Society funds in an interest bearing account. 
This had been done to the benefit of the Society and Dr. French 
requested members with any other useful ideas on handling 
society funds to contact the Executive. He requested members 
to use pins or clips to attach subscription cheques to 
invoices. 


Prof. D.S. Kettle said that he noted in the Treasurer's 
statement that some sustaining associates were unfinancial 
and asked the Treasurer to comment on the position. 


in reply Dr. French said that both Shell and Rohm & Haas 
had written to him complaining of hard times and saying that 
subscriptions would be paid when financial conditions improved. 
He said that accounts were sent to all sustaining associates 
in December 1978 and that letters would be sent to unfinancial 
sustaining associates pointing out that they were being 
advertised in the News Bulletin and Journal and asking them 
to pay their subscriptions. 


Dr. I.P. Griffith asked if the idea of obtaining revenue 
through advertisements in the Journal had been considered. 


The President replied that advertising had been considered 
but that because of the limited circulation of the Journal 
it was considered that the revenue obtained would be unlikely 
to justify the work involved and handling costs.

Dr. B.P. Moore commented that in general organising 
advertising in the Journal would be more trouble than it would 
be worth. 


Mr. G.R. Brown asked if companies other than those listed 
had been asked to become sustaining associates of the Society. 


The President replied that this had not been done and that 
it would be necessary to obtain an indication from a company 
that it might favourably consider such a request before a 
formal approach was made. 


Dr. E.N. Marks commented that many companies were not 
bouyant at present and that such a method of fund raising was 
likely to prove unprofitable. 


Auditor: 


It was agreed (Dr. J.R.J. French/Dr. C.N. Smithers) that 
D.J. Crichton, Public Accountant, be retained as the Society's 
Auditor for the 1979/80 financial year. 


Announcement of Office-Bearers: 
This item was postponed until the end of the meeting. 


Location and Nature of 11th Annual General Meeting: 


The meeting was told that Council recommended that the 
11th AGM be held in South Australia and that details as to 
timing were to be made by the Organising Committee in 
conjunction with the Executive. Council tended to favour 
a country meeting probably in May 1980 to avoid conflict 
in time with the International Entomological Congress in Japan 
in August 1980. Ideas on conduct of the scientific session 
could be sent to the Executive for consideration. 


Other Business: 


‘The President told the meeting that Council had decided 
to ask the New South Wales branch of the Society to form 
the next Executive in Sydney. He was sure that there would 
be no problems in meeting this request. 
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There being no further matter notified for discussion 
the matter of election of President and Councillors was 


considered. 


Announcement of Office—Bearers: 


The President stated that this item had been postponed as 
a result of problems arising from the need for postal ballots 
for the positions of President and Regional Councillors for 
New South Wales.

Dr. B.P. Moore stated that the ballots held for President 
and New South Wales Regional Councillors were unsatisfactory 
and revealed serious flaws in the Society's Constitution. 


It was then moved by Dr. B.P. Moore, seconded by 
Dr. E.N. Marks: 


"That in view of technical shortcomings that the current 
ballots for President and New South Wales Regional Councillors 
had brought to light, the results of these ballots without 
examination be declared null and void and that, under the 
Executive, new ballots be held with due safeguards for sacrecy 
and validity of voting and with adequate time intervals for 
returns". 


The motion was carried without dissent. 


Dr. D.K. McAlpine cited postal difficulties experienced 
with the ballot in New South Wales. 


The President said that no count of votes had taken place 
as the Executive had realised that the response of members was 
being affected by postal difficulties. 


The Secretary printed out that the ballot had to be carried 
out despite anticipated postal problems because of the wording 
of the constitution and the timing of the AGM in January to 
align it with ANZAAS in New Zealand. There were a number of 
clauses in the Constitution which should be reviewed. 


Prof. I.W.B. Thornton said that problems had arisen through 
tying the AES meetings too rigidly to ANZAAS and that a more 
liberal interpretation of Clause 47 of the Constitution would 
be appropriate. 


Prof. D.S. Kettle said that although his ballot paper had 
arrived in time with the News Bulletin there were other members 
who had received their News Bulletin but no ballot papers. He 
also suggested that it was important that statements from 
candidates appear with ballots as some members would be unaware 
of candidates backgrounds and qualifications for office. 
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Dr. R.W. Taylor requested that the names of the proposer 
and seconder of nominees be circulated with ballot papers as 
he had heard of incorrect statements as to his nominators being 
circulated. 


It was then moved by Prof. I.W.B. Thornton, seconded by 
Dr. R.W. Taylor: 


"That a working party be constituted to look into the 
Society's Constitution and By-Laws to obviate the problems 
which had arisen in relation to postal ballots along with any 
other matters as advised by Council." 


The motion was carried without dissent. 


Dr. R.W. Taylor suggested that the composition of the 
working party be determined by Council at the 18th Council 
Meeting to be held at the end of the Scientific Session. Also 
that the voting problems could best be solved by adjournment 
of the AGM, 


It was then moved by Prof. I.W.B. Thornton, seconded by 
Ms. M. Schneider: 


"That the 10th AGM be adjourned to a date to be fixed at 
a later date". 


The motion was carried unanimously. 


Adjournment: 


The President then thanked Society Officers, Regional 
Councillors, Society Representatives and members for their 
attendance and adjourned the meeting at 5.15 p.m.

Plant Research Institute

Royal Zoological Society of New South Wales
